It's All In Your Head ~ 

Some of you may not be fitting in with your usual 
groups anymore. You may be aware of a growing 
dissatisfaction which you may not yet have words for. 
You're not the you that you know you really are. You 
don't fit as tightly with what's going on around you and 
that whispering inner voice continues to grab at you. 

Perhaps you're one of the many who are experiencing 
a shifting in your head. The kind that causes you to 
rethink long held ideas, habits and values. The kind of 
shifting that allows you to consider a larger picture, a 
whole truth, a higher consciousness. You may find 
yourself looking beyond material benefits but not know 
"what" you're looking for. The material elements of life 
leave you questioning ... is this all there is to life? 

The issue is not one of wanting to relinquish material 
benefits of nice home, good clothes, vacations, pursuits 
of health, but rather the recognition that these outer 
things are not bringing the inner sense of wholeness, 
completeness, harmony, happiness. And that’s the 
inner whispering that's grabbing you. 

Perhaps you are beginning to pick up on an energy 
that is engulfing more and more people. Maybe you've 
heard the term "paradigm shift in consciousness" and 
do not automatically reject it as quacky or the latest fad 
hype. Perhaps you're actually open to the idea of a 
psychic reading, auras, nature spirits. Maybe you 
already use color therapy, aromatherapy, vegetarian 
nutrition, or wear a crystal. But in your mind ... you've 
got the pieces, but not quite the whole puzzle. 

The paradigm shift in consciousness is what makes 
one realize that familiar belief systems no longer 
resolve essential questions about the whys and 
wherefores of life. Traditional answers are no longer 
working and people who are shifting are becoming more 
aware of this fact. 

Traditional therapists using traditional therapies are 
also no longer offering clients the necessary tools for 
effective coping. The paradigm shift is affecting the 
field of psychology in a paradoxical manner, and it is the 
paradox that is the great signaler of the shift. 
Psychology, whose very unit of study has been the 
psyche, fought so hard to become a science that it lost 
not only its own soul but the very soul it came into 
existence to help! The science of psychology meant 
that psychology turned away from the psyche to the 
personality. The personality is equivalent to the 
material elements of life - important, even necessary, 
but not enough. But the study of personality logically, 
analytically, behaviorally, separately allowed it to 
become science, and science meant respectability, 
acceptance, entrance into the larger social institutions. 


This paradigm shift has already brought about a 
change in consciousness within the field of psychology. 
Already there are clinicians practicing this new 
orientation in spite of skepticism by traditionally oriented 
practitioners. These transformation oriented therapists 
know how to hold on to the truth and therefore have 
already experienced the shift that they are to help 
others move through. Change agents always face 
criticism, disdain, and pressure to maintain the status 
quo. Patriarchal revenge is the classic manifestation of 
violence to change agents. Whether the status quo is 
represented by patriarchy or the family of origin (a 
patriarchal institution) or the peer group, the result is a 
lack of support for, and an outright attempt to dismiss 
the change agent. Managed Care read insurance 
companies (an oxymoron) is patriarchal revenge 
against a more whole, health oriented, balanced 
secular/spiritual integration. 

Psychology is being invited by this paradigm shift to 
stress conditions of health not symptoms of disease; to 
emphasize process, vision, paradox, spirituality, not 
cause and effect behavior; to replace labels, tests, 
diagnoses with a focus instead on utilizing concepts of 
quantum physics, interconnectedness, intuition, divine 
purpose, mysticism, music, bodywork, etc. Psychology 
is being challenged to move forward to intuitive and 
synthesizing therapies and away from ordered 
analytical ones. Needless to say, many clinicians in the 
field, as well as researchers in the laboratories and 
professors in the colleges, are divided on the 
professionalism and practicality of such a shift. Please 
remember that only someone who has experienced a 
shift in consciousness can understand, know, intuit what 
this shift is all about. 

As we move closer to the second millennium, the 
divergence between the beliefs becomes greater and 
more threatening to traditional therapies. Clinicians 
willing to be pulled forward will begin incorporating the 
new philosophy and will therefore experience the shift 
personally and professionally. 

Thus therapists, the transformers of the future, will not 
be experts and authorities on how to fix a person, but 
guides / transformers working in partnership with the 
client. The transformer therapist, working from a higher 
perspective, will assist the client in drawing out and 
honoring their essential self. Humans are paradoxical 
beings, consciously aware people who exist inside a 
field of matter called the body. The self is an integration 
of secular / spiritual, human and nature, left and right, 
consciousness and physicalness 

It is all in your head ... if you realize that your head is 
your consciousness and your consciousness is in your 
head and body ... they're actually the same, what a 
paradox! Or is it?

BOOK REVIEW 

Queer Spirits: A Gay Men's 

Myth Book , by Will Roscoe. 
Boston: Beacon Press, 1995. 
346 pages, $24.00

Myths are peopled with demons and angels, villains and 
heroes. They celebrate and criticize, affirm and 
question, and through myths, one may be enabled to 
grow. 

Will Roscoe is an anthropologist, perhaps best known 
for his previous book The Zuni Man-Woman . In Queer 
Spirits , his range of examples comes from Native 
American, Greek, Asian, South American, European, 
South Pacific, and North American cultures. He finds 
three basic homosexual patterns throughout world 
history and cultures: 

1. a gender-based pattern such as the "third-gender" or 
"two-spirit" role, individuals outside of "male" or "female" 
categories, such as the contemporary "queen" 

2. an age-based pattern, typically an adult man with a 
teenage boy, with an emphasis on sex as an initiation 
into full manhood; and 

3. an egalitarian pattern, the ideal of contemporary 
Western society, based upon equality of the couple as 
individuals who bond into an inseparable whole, the 
blurring of "roles" into mutual reciprocation. 

There are many fascinating archetypal men and boys 
found in this collection. We meet Zeus and Ganymede, 
and Hyacinthus and Apollo from ancient Greece; the 
mahu from Hawaii; the nadleehe of the Navaho Indians; 
and the hijra from India. My personal favorite is the 
"Scrat," a queer trickster who is "unpredictable, 
undependable, rebellious, impulsive, charmingly and 
irritatingly adolescent, catalytic, and charismatic." The 
Scrat, in turn, is similar to the character Enkidu from 
ancient Babylon, who was the lover and equal of 
Gilgamesh. Opposites attract because they really are 
not opposites at all. One of the best manifestations of 
Scrat/Enkidu lives right here in the Lehigh Valley. 
Gilgamesh could be writing this book review. This is 
how myth functions and is relevant to contemporary life. 

Will Roscoe's selection of stories, together with his 
concise and insightful introductions, make for some of 
the very best reading I've done in a very long time. 
Among the many issues raised in this book is the 
question: What are gay people good for? His answer: 

"We//, first and foremost, we are good for each 
other. We heal and restore each other through sex, 
humor, and devoted friendship. This, in turn, 
unleashes our power to create. When these 
creative projects are shared with a partner... our 
bonds grow even deeper. In fact, there is a clue 
here to the secret of long-term gay relationships - 
the need for shared, creative interests above and 
beyond sexual attraction, a third thing, forged 
together, that then calls on the couple to be a 
couple, even when they might feel otherwise 

There is much to recommend about this book, in both 
being asked questions as well as finding some possible 
answers. 



As gay men, we grow up 
isolated in many ways. We are 
given messages, both overtly 
and covertly, that being gay is 
wrong, bad, evil. In church and 
in school, we are taught 
heterosexual values (not good 
and bad), from which some of us never recover. How 
can we relate to stories of heterosexual male heroes, or 
male and female love relationships? It is difficult, 
frustrating, and ultimately unrewarding. 

Queer Spirits is one of the books I've waited for. 
Here, finally, is a collection of gay men's myths from 
many different cultures throughout the world. Myths tell 
the truth, through symbolic language, about our inner, 
spiritual selves, as well as our relationships to other gay 
men and women, our families, and society in general.

LESSONS FROM THE GEESE 


I was fortunate to take a few days off from my practice 
in July to go to Hilton head Island in South Carolina. As 
I lay on the beach watching the "V" shaped formations 
of pelicans fly over, I was reminded of something I 
learned years ago about geese. 

Lessons Front The Geese 

1. As each bird flaps its wings it creates an uplift for the bird 
behind it By flying in formation the birds can fly 71 
percent farther than if they fly alone. 

The Lesson: People who share a common sense of purpose 
can get where they want to go quicker and easier when they 
are propelled by the thrust of others who share the same 
goals. 

2. Whenever a goose falls out of formation it suddenly feels 
the difficulty of try ing to fly alone and quickly gets back into 
formation. 

The Lesson: We should stay in formation with those who are 
headed in the direction we want to go. We can accomplish 
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much more together than by ourselves. 

3. When the lead goose gets tired it rotates back into the 
formation and another goose flies at the point position. 

The Lesson: It is only fair that we take turns doing the hard 
tasks and share leadership responsibilities. Leaders must 
have followers and followers need leaders. 

4. The geese in formation honk from the rear to encourage 
those up front to keep on course and maintain their speed. 
The Lesson: We need to make sure our honking from behind 
is helpful and encouraging. 

5. When a goose gets sick , or shot down , two geese drop out 
offormation and follow him down to help and protect him. 
They remain with him until he dies or is able to fly again. 

The Lesson: It is easy to like those who are like us. However 
our true character is revealed in our response to those around 
us who are hurting or suffering misfortune. 

In my practice, I am grateful that God has allowed me 
to be a facilitator to help others reach a higher level of 
health and well being. It has driven home the idea that 
we are all in this together and that we must lift others up 
along the way. In doing so we raise ourselves up to a 
higher level of consciousness. Together as a 
community of gays, lesbians, bisexuals and 
transgendered, we are strong and powerful as exhibited 
in the recent Pride fest. Alone we are just that, alone. 
Whether through actions to promote the rights of our 
community, volunteering to work in an AIDS outreach 
program, or supporting a church committed to bringing 
the good news to all of God's people, we are a more 
visible and recognizable force when we work together. 
The following story, "Whose Job Is It?", speaks of 
getting involved. 

WHOSE JOB IS IT? 

This is a story about four people named everybody , 
Somebody , Anybody and Nobody. There was an important 
job to be done and Everybody was asked to do it. Everybody 
was sure Somebody would do it. Anybody could have done 
it , hut Nobody did it Somebody got angry about that , 
because it was Everybody's job. Everybody thought 
Anybody could do it but Nobody realized that Everybody 
wouldn't do it It ended up that Everybody blamed 
Somebody when Nobody did what Anybody could have 
done. 

It's true anybody could have done the job. But if 
everybody got involved, just think how much better and 
faster the job would have gone. As a community we 
need to work together.

A Look at Viatical 
Settlements 

Following is a discussion on the 
subject of viatical settlements which we 
had with Bob Muth, who is the local 
viatical agent for Legacy Benefits 
Corporation, a leading company in the 
viatical industry. We are publishing the 
interview to inform and educate our 
readers on this important subject. 

AG Bob, what is a viatical settlement? 

Bob: A viatical settlement is the selling 
of a life insurance policy by someone 
with a life-threatening illness for a one¬ 
time cash payment. 

AG Why viaticate (sell a policy)? 

Bob: Because selling an insurance 
policy can bring relief from financial 
stress for a person living with a life- 
threatening illness. It can help the 
person get quality medical care, pay off 
his or her debts, or fulfill the dream of a 
special vacation.

AG How is the payoff amount 
determined?

What Was The Alpine County 
Project? 

In October 1970, the Los Angeles Times ran a story 
about a plan by the local Gay Liberation Front (GLF) to 
establish a gay colony in Alpine County, California. The 
ensuing brouhaha - which spread to the national media 
and caused an uproar in the tiny, snow-bound county 
itself - is a fascinating episode that illustrates the 
utopianism, the folly, and the media savvy of the early 
gay liberationists. 

The plan originated with underground newspaper 
reporter Don Jackson, who urged gays to move en 
masse to California's least populous county, register to 
vote, and elect an all-gay government which could then 
use tax dollars to create a gay civil service, community 
college, museum, hospital, and other public facilities 
and services. 

Jackson's plan was dismissed by many as a quixotic 
fantasy. But the demographic and legal hurdles to 
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actually setting up a "gay county" were relatively small 
The 450-population Alpine County (nestled in the Sierra 
Nevadas 10 miles south of Lake Tahoe) had only 367 
registered voters, and new residents could register to 
vote after only 90 days. It seemed to some that the plan 
required only a few hundred gays and lesbians willing to 
make a three-month experiment. 

Meanwhile, many members of the Los Angeles GLF 
were frustrated by the lack of media attention to their 
movement. So a group of them decided to use the 
Alpine County idea as political theater, in hopes of 
gaining the attention of the Los Angeles Times and 
other mainstream news outlets. They called a news 
conference to announce that hundreds of gays and 
lesbians were already preparing to move to Alpine 
County. Only the medical reporter from the Times 
covered the conference, but his article quickly gained 
national attention, with stories soon appearing in the 
Wall Street Journal and Time, as well as on every 
network news broadcast. 

The GLF members continued the hoax, even sending 
a scouting party up to Alpine County during 
Thanksgiving 1970 to make "preparations" for the gay 
colony. Some GLF supporters - men and women - who 
read about the plan in the papers or saw it on the news 
took it seriously and even started planning to move. 
One lesbian couple from Long Beach told The Advocate 
they were planning to open a "little country store" in 
Alpine County. 

When the long-time residents of Alpine County heard 
about the plan, however, they were not amused. The 
chairman of the Alpine County Board of Supervisors 
noted the cold climate of the region and said that "no 
fruit is very welcome up in our particular county." The 
county began to explore the option of merging with the 
more populous neighboring El Dorado County. 

In any event, by February 1971, the plan had lost 
steam. The GLF issued a statement that they were 
abandoning Alpine County for a "more temperate 
county" with better soil and rivers. The media attention 
had died down, although the GLF had achieved its goal 
of being taken seriously by the press as a political force, 
not a medical issue.

What would happen to you if everyone you knew, not 
just your friends, but everyone in your world knew you 
were gay? Take a moment to imagine. O K. time's up, 
stop imagining, I'll tell you what it's like, because it 
happened to me last month. 

If you looked at the front page of the Morning Call 
local section on Sunday August 11th, you saw a big 
color picture of me and my partner Trish standing in our 
backyard garden. In big print were the words "City 

homes attractive to gay buyers" . and if you didn't 

read the article written by Bob Whitman you should 
have. It mentioned the League of Gay and Lesbian 
Voter's, it mentioned this magazine, it interviewed 
several gay and lesbian homeowners in center city 
Allentown, and it made a lot of people aware of the gay 
and lesbian presence in this area. The article was about 
the many gay men and lesbians buying and restoring 
homes in center city Allentown. 

But right now I'm writing about what happened to me 
and Trish after this article and picture came out. Friends 
asked us if we were worried about any kind of negative 
reaction. One friend even told us point blank, "You 
shouldn't have done it, what if someone throws a rock 
through your window?!" 

Sure, we thought about it, but we figured hey, we can't 
live our lives avoiding things for fear that maybe 
something bad might happen. Trish and I are self- 
employed, so we can't be fired. We are out to all the 
people in our families, so we figure, if we don't take the 
risk to speak out...how can we expect others to do so. 

It would be a lie to say nothing happened and that it 
was no big deal, in fact many things happened, and so 
far... they were all great! 

First of all, if you think no one reads the Morning Call 
you're wrong, and that this was the part of the paper 
which had the directory for Musicfest even increased it's 
regular circulation. People we barely know from Pen 
Argle to Kunklesville to Quakertown saw it. Everybody 
seemed to have seen it. 

The elderly lady who lives behind us called to say 
what a lovely picture it was and that she had clipped it 
out so we could have an extra copy if we wanted. The 
next door neighbor hailed us pleasantly with, "Did you 
know your picture's in the paper, when I saw it I said 
hey, those are my neighbors!" We called our Lawyer's 
office on business and the secretary said, I saw your 
picture, I think it's great people are buying these old 
buildings!" I went to an auction in Schnecksville and 14 
people, most over the age of fifty, congratulated us on 
the attractiveness of our garden and one person told me 
her husband was on the board of FACT. When we 


went to the movies at the 19th street theater the ticket 
taker said she had seen the picture. The vegetable 
vendor at the farmer's market told Trish she was a 
celebrity and that was all in the first 3 days! 

We figured people who saw the picture at least read 
the headline so they all knew we were lesbians. When 
they said, "the garden looks nice", we felt the unspoken 
second line was "and I don't mind if you're gay." After all 
they didn't have to say anything at all. Now maybe 
these people will be less likely to believe anti-gay 
rhetoric because they actually know people who are gay 
and we aren't really monsters at all. (And Trish says all 
of the, "are they sisters?" and "are they mother and 
daughter?" wondering is now finally cleared up.) 

Do you think of Allentown as a really conservative 
town? Well, it isn't. We just had a Pride festival run by 
Pride of the Lehigh Valley and 3416 people were there. 
It was opened by a City Councilman who wasn't even 
running for office. The Lehigh Valley Chapter of the 
League of Gay and Lesbian Voters is one of the biggest 
and strongest League Chapters in the state and there 
are at least 700 registered Allentown gay and lesbian 
voters on it's mailing list. Diamonz was in the St 
Patrick's Day Parade. In the last 3 months there have 
been 15 pro-gay major articles and letters in the 
Morning Call and only one crackpot anti-gay (and anti- 
everyone else) letter. 

Drive around Allentown and you see rainbow flags 
proudly displayed, rainbow stickers on cars and people 
in pink triangle tee-shirts. The bars are strong, out and 
supportive. The ISO section of the Morning Call had 19 
lesbian and 29 gay men ads this week. The Task Force, 
Lehigh Valley Lesbians, Velvet Spikers, Gay Men's 
Chorus, Metropolitan Community Church, GLORA, Gay 
Men of the Lehigh Valley, Grace Covenant Church, just 
to name a few, are all going strong. Five of the local 
colleges have gay organizations. Within the last year or 
so, Margarethe Cammemeyer, Susan Westenhoffer, 
Lea Delaria, Cris Williamson, Tret Fury, Lynn Lavner, 

Rev. Janie Spahr, . and others I've missed, have 

appeared here. On the internet Gay Community Bulletin 
Board there is a section just for the Lehigh Valley. We 
have monthly gay and lesbian roller skating run by the 
Voter's League. There are over 35 listings in the Gay 
Yellow Pages under-Lehigh Valley, PA. We have this 
great 'zine too! 

Compare this to other small cities with about the same 
population. Yeah it's not Key West or P-town, but try 
finding a rainbow flag in say St. Augustine, Florida or 
Springfield, Mass. 

Of course we can't just rest on our laurels, Allentown 






still has it's conservative embarrassments. Emma 
Tropiano, the Allentown City Councilwoman who 
actually went on prime time TV to tell the world 
Allentown is a bad place because we have 
diversity, comes to mind. But when an article 
came out in the local paper that pictured two 
dykes in their city garden, their apprehension 
about being so out was soon washed away by the 
smiles and congratulations of neighbors, 
acquaintances and strangers who only had good 
things to say. If you still think it's a conservative 
town, then get out and work on it. There's more to 
gain than to lose. 

Liz Bradbury reminds everyone to register to vote 
now because you must be registered by the first 
week of October in order to be able to vote in 
November in what may be the most important 
election of our lives.

LEAGUE OF GAY AND LESBIAN VOTERS SETS STRATEGY 

At its August 4 state board meeting the Pennsylvania League 
of Gay and Lesbian Voters set a strategy for opposing the anti 
same sex marriage legislation pending in Harrisburg. The state 
house of representatives added the anti same sex marriage 
amendment to a popular bill allowing grandparents to seek 
custody of their grandchildren. That bill has returned to the 
state senate where it is sitting in the Rules Committee awaiting 
action when the Senate returns from its summer recess. 

The LGLV Board and representatives from the Eastern 
Pennsylvania and Western Pennsylvania Freedom to Marry 
Coalitions agreed to take the following actions: 

1. Organize an aggressive post card campaign, concentrating 
on the areas of the state outside of Philadelphia. 

2. Coordinate constituent meetings with State Senators on the 
issue. The meeting would involve a gay or lesbian couple and 
a supportive clergy person all of whom live in the Senator's 
district. 

3. Use the issue to generate positive media coverage. The key 
to eventually winning marriage rights is to change public 
opinion of same sex marriage. LGLV and the Freedom to Marry 
Coalition will seek to have local newspapers write feature 
stories on gay and lesbian couples living in their coverage 
areas.

4. LGLV and the Freedom to Marry Coalition may 
possibly participate in a rally in the State Capitol at 
the end of September. The plan for the rally is not 
definite. It is being organized by a group of 
individuals from York County. LGLV and the 
Freedom to Marry Coalition are not sure whether 
having a rally will have the result of gaining or losing 
support for the issue. But if the rally does come off, 
the groups believe that a poor turnout would 
definitely hurt us. So if a rally is planned, LGLV will 
work to publicize it and encourage people to attend. 

LGLV FORMS NEW CHAPTERS 

The League of Gay and Lesbian Voters increased 
the number of its local chapters from ten to twelve. 
Two chapters covering the suburban Philadelphia 
counties of Chester, Delaware and Montgomery 
have recently formed. LGLV now has chapters 
across Pennsylvania including: Chester / Delaware 
Counties, Clearfield County, Erie, Harrisburg / York, 
Johnstown, Lehigh Valley, Montgomery County, 
Northeastern Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
State College, and Washington County. 

LGLV has plans to form three additional chapters 
in Berks / Schuylkill Counties, Bucks County and 
Lancaster County. For more information on getting 
involved in any of the Chapters call (215) 735- 0852. 

NO PUBLIC GAY BASHING AT REPUBLICAN 
CONVENTION 

Unlike four years ago when Pat Buchanan 
declared a cultural and religious war on gays, 
lesbians, abortion rights advocates and the Clintons, 
the 1996 Convention had no public attacks on gay 
men and lesbians. Many Republicans blamed Bush’s 
defeat in 1992 in part on Buchanan attacks, making 
the party seem intolerant. To repair their image the 
party staged a well scripted convention which 
included no speech by Buchanan while other 
speakers concentrated on economic issues and 
attacks on Clinton’s record. 

Eventhough the party did an effective job of not 
appearing intolerant from the speakers podium, 
Republicans and Bob Dole cannot hide from their 
anti-gay platform which was adopted unanimously by 
the delegates. The platform includes the following 
provisions: 

1. The platform opposes to civil rights laws that 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation. 

2. The platform declares "homosexuality is 
incompatible with military service." 

3. The platform opposes same-sex marriage and 
supports the Defense of Marriage Act. 


KEMP HAS ANTI-GAY RECORD 

Just before the Republican Convention in San Diego, 
Bob Dole announced that Jack Kemp would be his 
choice for Vice President. Many see Dole’s choice as an 
important issue in the election because of Bob Dole's 
age. Dole is 73 and would be the oldest man elected to 
a first term. While he was a Congressman representing 
Buffalo, New York Jack Kemp had a consistently anti¬ 
gay voting record. His votes included: 

• Voting for anti - gay amendments which prohibited the 
federal Legal Services Corporation from pursuing gay 
discrimination cases. 

• Voted to kill the District of Columbia’s repeal of its 
sodomy law. 

• Voted to allow religious educational institutions to 
discriminate on the basis of sexual orientation. 

• Voted to allow insurance companies to discriminate 
against people with AIDS. 

• Voted against establishing the National AIDS 
Commission. 

• Voted three times to require mandatory reporting of 
partners with HIV. 

• Voted for mandatory reporting of people with HIV

There was a minor fanfare in the gay press, back in 
1977, when ecologists George Hunt and Molly Warner, 
of the University of California, Irvine, announced their 
discovery of "lesbian” seagulls. The Channel Islands off 
the coast of Southern California were thick with them, 
they reported: about ten percent (that famous fraction!) 
of the pairs in the breeding colonies consisted of two 
females: the birds had sex together, set up nest 
together, and raised their young together, just like the 
male-female pairs. (For the eggs to be fertile, the 
lesbian gulls also had to copulate with males from 
neighboring nests.) 

It's hard to tell male and female gulls apart by their 
appearance, but it was easy to spot the lesbian pairs, 
because with two egg-layers in the family, their nests 
contained more eggs - up to six, compared with three 
for a heterosexual pair. 

During the late seventies, the gay movement was 
defending itself against attacks from so-called 
Christians like Anita Bryant. Homosexuality was 
"against nature," Bryant claimed. But here was blatant 
same-sex eroticism among creatures who were still in a 
"state of nature." Lesbians and gay men gloated: one 
cartoon in a gay paper showed Anita Bryant shaking 
one hand angrily at a flock of gulls overhead, while 
wiping something out of her eye with the other. 

This May, Hunt led a group of gays and lesbians, 
including myself, on a tour of Anacapa Island, an hour's 
boat ride from Oxnard harbor, north of Los Angeles. 
After disembarking and clambering up the steep cliff to 
the island's flat summit, we gathered together for an 
open-air lecture. Some Boy Scouts who were camping 
on the island listened in, but they started snickering 
when Hunt got to the lesbian part. 

After the lecture, we roamed around the island, 
eagerly checking out the hundreds of gulls' nests tucked 
in amongst the ice-plant. But it was three eggs . . . three 
eggs . . . three eggs . . . and so it went all afternoon. We 
couldn't find a nest with even four eggs - let alone five 
or six. (The scenery was beautiful, though.) 

So what happened to the lesbian birds? Well, this is 
the embarrassing part. It turns out that the rampant 
lesbianism among the seagulls of the 1970s wasn’t 
quite so "natural" after all. In fact, it had a lot to do with 
the millions of pounds of pesticides, including DDT, that 
the Montrose Chemical Company had been dumping 
into the Los Angeles sewer system, and hence into the 


ocean. According to Michael Fry and Cyndi Toone of 
U.C. Davis, the DDT severely weakened the male gulls, 
so that many of them were unable to fly to the islands to 
breed. This left an excess of females, who then paired 
with each other. After DDT was banned, the levels in 
the marine environment gradually declined, and the sex 
ratio among the gulls in the breeding colonies reverted 
to 50:50. By the end of the 1980s, heterosexual pairing 
had become the rule again. 

The way Hunt and other ecologists look at it, female- 
female pairing is a natural response of seagulls (and 
some other birds) to an imbalance in the sex ratio. Such 
imbalances can occur naturally: for example, newly- 
founded breeding colonies often have an excess of 
females, because the females are more adventurous, 
while the males like to breed wherever they bred the 
previous year. And in these circumstances female- 
female pairing makes good sense: two female gulls are 
just as capable of raising young as a male-female 
couple, aside from the insemination part. But the 
marked skewing of the sex ratio in the Channel Islands 
during the 1970s, and the resulting high frequency of 
lesbian pairs, had more to do with human wrong-doing 
that with "nature." 

There's a moral in here somewhere, which is that 
there's no moral to be drawn from what animals do or 
don't do. We can find animals that are peaceable and 
altruistic, and others that kill their own siblings. We can 
find animals that enter into lifelong monogamous 
relationships, and others that are promiscuous, 
incestuous, or polymorphously perverse. None of that 
has much to say about what is appropriate or natural 
behavior for human beings. (Having said which, I won't 
be able to resist writing about the gay sheep of Idaho in 
a future column.)
